COLDER WEATHER BOOSTS VOLUME 


Retail sales in the early part of No- 
vember reflected moderate increases 
over a year ago as the colder weather 
resulted in increased consumer spend- 
ing for Winter apparel. 

Total retail sales in October were 
estimated at $15.0 billion. This was 
I per cent above a year ago and 6 per 
cent above a month ago. 

Consumer purchases of durable 
goods were almost unchanged from a 
year ago and were slightly above the 
proceding month. Sales of both new 
and used cars were slightly above Sep- 
tember. Price cutting and discounting 
were frequent as dealers continued their 
efforts to pare stocks. 

However, automobile inventories re- 
mained substantially higher than a 
year ago. As of November 1, stocks 
were estimated at 13.5 cars per dealer. 
A month ago, the figure had been 12.8 
cars and a year ago the ratio had been
